Hardy went in search of an officer to 
give himself up and finally surrendered 
to" Deputy Constable Frank J. Zeph, at 
his cigar store un Fruitvale avenue 
near Sixteenth street, by whom he was 
brought to the county jail. 


The revolver used is of the Smith 


& Wessbn pattern, 32 caliber, contain- 
ing five'chambers. 
In these chambers 


there were two .empty cartridge shells 
which bore the fresh sign of impact of 
the hammer of the weapon. The other 
three barrels contained unused cart- 
ridges.

TON OF COAL 


In 
the Board of Trade rooms on 


Twelfth street last night, a. joint meet- 
ing of the representatives of the City 
Council, 
Board of Health, Board of 


Public "Works, Board of Trade, Merch- 
ants' Exchange and various local im- 
provement 
associations, was held to 


discuss 
the garbage question and if 


possible i.o arrive at some decision as to 
the immediate relief of the existing 
situation. The meeting was the result 
of a resolution passed by the Board of 
Trade and a subsequent meeting o£ the 
Boai'd of Health. 


Dr. O. D. Hamlin of the Board 
of 


Health was made chairman, while Sol 
Kahn briefly stated the purpose of 
the gathering. 


Dr. von Adelung, the Health Officer, 


suggested that the subject before 
the 


meeting be discussed from two stand- 
points. First, what is the proper- way 
to dispose of the garbage temporarily 
and, 
secondly, what Is the best and 


most appropriate way to permanently 
dispose 
of the garbage—either by a 


crematory, by removal to sea, or any 
other means, that might be suggested. 


JKISH SPEAKS. 


John P. Irish, of the West Oakland i 


Improvement Club, was called upon as j 
a representative of the people of his 
part of the city. He thought that his 
portion 
of the city hart been treated 


most 
unfairly 
when the Board of 


Health had decided that the garbage, 
should he dumped in West Oakland. 


"I understand that there is garbage 


in politics and now 'we have politics in 
garbage. The citizens of Berkeley have 
been organised into a Vigilance Com- 
mittee 
to protect themselves against 


foot-pads aii'd ruffians and if we, ot 
West Oakland, are not relieved of the 
garbage strews put upon us, we 
may 


have to organize into something of the 
same kind in order to -protect our- 
selves against this inroad upon 
our 
rights, The value of our properly has 
been greatly damaged by this accumu- 
lation of filth from other parts of the 
city." 


GARBAGE PROCEBHION. 


Mr. Irish thought that it would be 
right and proper to dispose of the gar- 
base on Jackson street and give the 
residents of that thoroughfare the ben- 
efit 
of 
the procession of scavenger 
carts that it is ihe pleasure of the 
West Oakland people to witness at the 
present time. 


Mr. Irish stated that, he 'was the man 
that caused the arrest of Joseph Fol- 
cia, owner of the. land where the re- 
fuse was being- dumped, and he thought 
that the city officials had been unwill- 
ing- to make the arrest, although a war- 
rant had been Issued. 


GARBAGE HISTORY. 


Dr. von Adelung then went into the 


Eull 
history ot the garbage problem 


ever since it first began to trouble the 
•city. He told hew, at one time, gar- 
bage was taken over into Contra. Costa 
County on a. freight train, until the 
authorities 
of 
that county objected; 
how it was dumped on the Alameda 
marsh until the residents of Alameda 
were compelled to put a atop to it 
and, 
finally, how the West Oakland 


dumping ground. 


he said that the garbage was 
being 
dumped in "West Oakland, as In reality 
it was being dumped inside of the line 
of North Oakland, and if it were any- 
thing besides garbage Mr. Irish would 
acknowledge it was so. 
Mr. "\Vixson 
asserted that the garbage was three 
thousand feet in an air line from the 
nearest 
house and about a mile from 


the residence of Mr. Irish. 
"It's within smelling distance," 
said 
Irish. 


NO POLITICS. 


Councilman Wixson denied that there 


was 
any 
politics in the matter and 
thought 
that Mr. Irish was mistaken 
when he made the assertion that thei;e 
were. 
"I only repeated what had been told 
me," 
explained Irish. 
"It must 
be 
politics or something." 
"Perhaps it's good judgment," sug- 
gested Wixson. . He thought that the 
Council should grant a crematory fran- 
chise. 


BUY A CREMATORY. 


George 
Hoffman of the Merchants' 


Exchange suggested that the citizens 
of Oakland buy a crematory and pre- 
sent 
it to the city. 
City Attorney 
Johnson said that if that were, done, 
then, under the charter, the city could 
maintain it^ 
Mr. Hoffman offered 
to 
start the subscription list with $50, but 
no one else seemed willing- to add to 
that amount. 


EXCLUSIVE PRIVILEGE. 


William H. Friend then spoke of his 


offer to build a crematory for the ex- 
clusive franchise. The offer was in the 
hands of City Attorney Johnson for his 
opinion. 
A discussion then ensued as to how 
long it would take the City Council 
to pass an ordinance granting the fran- 
chise and it was the opinion of Attor- 
ney Johnson that it would take at least 
forty days. 


MEN AND CORPORATIONS. 


Sol Kahn said that he was against 
the exclusive ownership as very 
few 
corporations treated the public fairly. 
F,ven though the owners in private life 
were 
the most honest of men, they 
were inclined to pinch a little when 
they had things in their hands. 


RAILTON'S PLAN. 


E. M. Railton had a proposition to rid 


the city of the garbage, but demanded 
the sum of J4I) per day and the con- 
tract for a year or more. 


RESOLUTIONS. 


Dr. von Adelung then read the fol- 


lowing resolutions which were unani- 
mously adopted: 
"Whereas, The 
collection and dis- 
posal of garbage in this city has been 
for years unsatisfactory, creating nui- 
sances and at times endangering" the 
health of the community; therefore 
"Resolved. That it is the sense 
of 


this joint mecling this rity is In urgent 
need of a sanitary, efficient and eco- 
nomical system of disposing of its gar- 
bage; and - 
"Whereas. All 
temporary methods 


nf disposing- of garbage have proven 
impracticable; therefore 
"Resolved, 
That this joint meeting 
Qjidorses the present method of dump- 
ing the garbage under the direction of 
the Boai'd: of Health as being- the only 
practicable method of meeting ••'• tha 
present exigency; but condemns 
the 
same as « permanent method, and 
"Whereas. The health of this city 


should be placed beyond the danger nf 
b^i'^s- ipnoardlzed by scavenger strikes; 
therefore, 
"Resolved. Thai it is the sense of 
this joint meeting that the collection 
of the g-arbage of this city, and 
the 
proper disposal of the same should be 
condu-'ted by the rity itself as a de- 
partment of the municipal government. 
"Resolved. That the secretary of the 


Oakland Board of Trade be and 
is 
hereby requested to forward copies or 
the above resolutions to the City Coun- 
cil. ;ind the Board of Health of this 
city."

Thus civic pride and business enterprise join hands in promoting business 
grow th. 


But mere buying and selling does not make a city. 
We cannot expect 


visitors to come from abroad if w e have no attractions to keep our own peo- 
ple at home. 
Kvi-ry Sunday and holiday thousands of dollars go out of Ooak- 


land because we have no parks and pleasure grounds, no places for public 
recreation. 
As a business investment, Golden (Sate Park is worth ten times 


what it cost Pan Francisco. 
As a pleasure ground for the inhabitants of the 


city its value is iiu aleuhible. 
A half million expended in improving Lake 


Worrit t and belting it with a broad, handsome driveway would be worth mill- 
ions to Oakland. 
It would bring visitors and business to Oakland every day 


, In the year. It would keep our own people and their money at home. 
It 


would enhance the value of every piece of real estate in the city. It would 
Increase the business of every merchant and tradesman doing business in 
Oakland. 


A large public park would accomplish the same result. 
It would be an 


Inestimable boon to our people, but it would also be a splendid investment 
from a business point of view. 
It would be an invaluable asset for 
the 


city. 
Would attract residents and transient visitors. It would increase the 


value of every home in the city. 
H would be the pride of every citizen, tine 


admiration of every visitor—an advertisement of the progressive spirit of 
Oakland that would tell its own story in language that all could under- 
stand. 


Clean, well-paved streets and fine public buildings, schools, and libraries 


are equally good investments.

munity to lay out parks and driveways and embellish them with the beau- 


^iies of the forest and tloral kingdom. 


The man who professes to be a home-trader should be a public, im-

HOW OAKLAND TRADE IS BUILT UP 


Self-help is a lesson the people of Oakland have 


been slow to learn, but it has at last impressed itself 
upon this community. 


It was long before it was realized that home-trad- 


ing embodied the basic principle on which all great 
commercial and industrial communities are built, and 
it is vet, far from being fully understood. 
There are 


still those among us who believe that Oakland has no 
other destiny than to be a suburb of San Francisco, 
and that whatever is bought, at home is inferior and 
dearer than the things purchased abroad. Such, how- 
ever, are growing fewer as time wears on and the pro- 
cesses of the city's development a.ppear in bolder and 
broader outline. The change is as marked in the local 
merchant as it is in the local shopper. It is apparent 
in the altered ideas of the city's present and future 
possibilities. 


At a time not far distant, Oaklanders did a large 


proportion of their shopping in San Francisco. Fash- 
ionable ladies were almost ashamed to acknowledge 
that they bought their gowns in Oakland, and the 
weslthier class of men made it a point of pride to order 
their clothes of a tailor across the bay. It was considered 
a confession of bad taste or poverty to furnish a bouse 
with furniture and carpets bought from stores in this 
city. A large proportion of the inhabitants held to the 
theory that Oakland would never be a place to do busi- 
ness in, but would remain a mere residential adjunct 
to San Francisco. 


To a considerable extent the local tradesmen ac- 


cepted the position of inferiority. They made no pre- 
tense of competing with the retail merchants of San 
Francisco, but. placidly catered to a smaller and 
cheaper trade while they allowed the cream of their 
custom to pass their doors on the way to Kearny and 
Market streets. They advertised but little—said it was 
no use—and made little effort to display their goods or 
reach out for trade. 


They were content to remain small shopkeepers in 


a suburban town, selling second-class goods in second- 
class stores in the belief that there was nothing here but 
a second-class town. Property owners took the same 
resigned view, and made second-class improvements, or 
none at all. The suburban air and the suburban spirit 
irradiated the whole town. 


Was it so strange under these conditions that a 


procession of shoppers went across the bay every day 
in the morning boats and returned in the afternoon 
laden with boxes and parcels, representing their pur- 
chases? Small wonder that civic pride had little place in 
a population that looked to San Francisco exclusively 
for business, for employment and for its best clothes. 


The Birth of an Oakland 


Spirit, 


Note the contrast the Oakland of the present day 


presents to the Oakland of a not distant past. Far- 
seeing men discerned the fact that Oakland had a 
splendid future as a commercial and manufacturing 
center, and began to preach the gospel of self-help, the 
first lesson of which is home-trading. By example and 
precept they endeavored to eradicate the feeling of de- 
pendence on San Francisco. They inculcated the belief 
that Oakland could build up a commercial and industrial 
independence. 
They exhorted Oaklanders to invest 


their money here and to-buy their goods at home. They 
encountered discouragements, skepticism and derision, 
but in the end they aroused a spirit that has at length 
become dominant in the city. 


The merchants caught it. 
They determined not 


only to wrest their home trade from San Francisco, but 
to branch out and seek the trade of other districts. They 
enlarged their stores, laid in larger stocks of goods and, 
competed in quality and prices with the first-class re- 
tail establishments across the bay. They advertised 
liberally and displayed their wares in artistic fashion. 
They proved that as good goods were sold in Oakland as 
anywhere and at prices that defied competition. If the 
old business structures were not suitable to the require- 
ments of their business they either built new ones or 
had modern store buildings erected for them under long 
lease. 


They organized a Merchants' Exchange and a 


Board of Trade, and they assisted to create civic pride 
and mould public opinion. 


How well they have succeeded is a story that needs 


DO telling. To-day. Oakland has a magnificent array of 
great retail siores that would do credit to any city, pre- 
sided over by as live and progressive a set of business 
men as can be found anywhere. Their trade extends 
over a wide territory, and they manufacture as well as 
sell ladies' and gentlemen's wear <>u a large scale. They 
have become wholesalers as well as retailers. 
Shirts 


made in Oakland, are worn in the Orient, in the Klon- 
dike, and in the mines of Montana, Arizona and Utah'. 
Clothes made by Oakland tailors are worn all over the 
Pacific Coast, a'ud shoppers now come from San Fran- 
cisco to make purchases in this city. 


Whenever any project is broached to advertise Oak- 


land, or (o build it up, or to celebrate any of the great 
events in our history, our merchants give their monev 
and their personal assistance freely in its aid. They 
have taken the lead in advocating and promoting pub- 
lic improvements. All public enterprises receive their 
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active aid, and all private enterprises their generous en- 
couragement. 


Obedient to the new impulse the stream of shoppers 


that formerly crossed the bay to buy has dwindled to 
petty' proportions. 
While the business of Oakland 


merchants has increased manifold, the proportion of 
Oakland trade going to San Francisco has steadily de- 
creased. 
The reason is not more in the desire 


of 
Oakland 
people 
to patronize home industry 


than 
it 
is in 
the 
fact 
that 
Oakland 
merch- 


ants have bid for the trade by offering the best goods at 
the lowest prices, by advertising and making an ener- 
getic and intelligent effort to attract custom. lu help- 
ing themselves they have taught the community a use- 
ful lesson and vastly contributed to the recent building 
up of the city. 
The Development of Oak" 


land Banking, 


For many years there was not a commercial bank in 


Oakland. First, one savings bank was established, and 
then another; and until a comparatively recent period 
they did a small exchange business, but the commercial 
banking of Oakland was transacted mainly in San Fran- 
cisco. 
Now there are six large commercial banks in 


this city, all doing a prosperous business, and the two 
savings banks have increased to four. The four commer- 
cial banks have a combined capital of over $1,000,000 
and deposits aggregating $4,905,000. 
The savings 


banks have a capital of $850,000, and deposits aggre- 
gating $13,fiTO,000. The reserves foot up to $824,000. 
The total resources of the banks in Oakland aggregate 
$21,500,000. There has never been a bank failure or a 
run on a bank in tbis city. 


Perhaps no city in the country can show such a 


rapid development of commercial banking as Oakland 
has witnesses in the last fifteen years. It has made the 
city financially independent of San Francisco. 
Form- 


erly/local merchants had to seek accommodations across 
the bay, but now the commercial business of the city is 
handled by the local banks as a matter of course. This 
is an impressive tribute to the stability as well as the 
growth of business here. Financial accommodation is 
freely extended to the merchants on a scale that would 
have been deemed preposterous a few years ago. This 
has been of great assistance to local manufacturing en- 
terprises, and has contributed in no inconsiderable de- 
gree to the spirit of independence thati has arisen of late 
years in Oakland. 


Tlie Jiome-trader has produced the home-banker, the 


home-builder and the home 
manufacturer. 


Building Up Our Shipping 


Industry, 


Closely allied to the commercial and banking devel- 


opment has been the expansion of the shipping business 
of Oakland harbor, and the growth of the shipbuilding 
industry. 
The same influences which caused palatial 


• • < ; ! • 
mercantile establishments to develop from small retail 
stores have thronged the harbor with shipping and made 
the water front a hive of industry. 
The increase 


in the tonnage passing through the harbor has not been 
accompanied by any diminution of the shipping having 
Long Wharf for its point of discharge. On the contrary, 
the sea business at Long Wharf has-increased in ratio 
with the enormous increase 
of the 
water carriage 


through the harbor proper. 


As a result of this growth of ocean commerce, the 


marine supply business has sprung up in this city. Sail- 
ors and ships can to outfitted here as conveniently and 
as cheaply as in San Francisco. 
Local trade has thus 


become more diversified and diffused. 
Seamen find 


hotel and other accommodations here that form- 
erly they could only 
get 
across the bay. 
In 


consequence the peculiar dress of the sea, that 
distinguishing mark 
of a seaport city, has be- 


come a common sight on our streets, which means that 
the mercants_of Oakland are getting a share of the re- 
tail trade that shipping brings into San Francisco. By 
bringing the ships into our harbor we have brought the 
trade of the sailors to the stores of Oakland. This il- 
lustrates how the 'development in one line of business 
helps other lines of business. 


To accommodate the sea commerce new wharves, 


piers and coal-bunkers have been built, necessitating 
the purchase of materials and the employment of labor. 
This has reacted to increase the volume of local trade. 
Thus each man in helping himself has helped his 
neighbor and the town. 


It is an exemplification of the home-trading theory 


differentiated and enlarged, showing that the best way 
to keep business at home is to create it and bring it in 
from abroad. 


In the progrss of commercial and industrial devel- 


opment the old narrow notion that a new business can- 
not be built up without tearing down some old one haa 
been eradicated. 


Some two-and-a-half years ago a new shipyard was 


started, partly with the assistance and encouragement 
of the commercial bodies of this city. It was argued by 
some that this would tend to injure the business of 
previously established shipyards, but the reverse was 
the case. The new yard soon had all the business it 
could handle, yet the business of the old yards was 
increased. A large force of workmen was employed in 
the new industry. These workmen rented houses from 


property owners and bought supplies from merchants 
in Oakland. 
Wo there was another demonstration of the 


fact that assistance rendered to one industry assisted 
all lines of business. 


Moreover the lumber and other materials used in 


ship construction had to be brought here by ship and 
car. This increased the port tonnage and necessitated 
a greater amount of drayage. Hardware stores and local 
machine shops got a share of the increased business, 
which helped to swell the volume of local trade. 


Recently still another shipyard was established on 


the harbor, but instead of drawing business from the 
other yards, all of them are overwhelmed with con- 
tracts. There are more men at work, more mouths to 
feed and more bodies to clothe, more ships are bringing 
in lumber, increasing in divers ways the volume of traf- 
fic along the water front. 


In the various shipyards situated on Oakland har- 


bor over 2,000 mechanics are employed, and the yards 
have now contracts on hand aggregating f3,000,000. 


Oakland has now the largest wooden shipbuilding 


industry of any city on the Pacific Coast, with the pros- 
pect of the speedy establishment here of a great iron 
and -steel shipbuilding plant. 


The growth of port tonnage and,shipbuilding will 


exert a powerful influence in inducing Congress to com- 
plete the projected improvement of the harbor at an 
early date, illustrating anew the benefits of self help 
and mutual help. 
Trade Influence of Parks 


and Theaters, 


Golden Gate Park and the Cliff House draw nipi>e 


money out of Oakland than all the stores of San Fran- 
cisco. 
Every fair Sunday—and nearly all Sundays are 


fair in California—thousands of people cross the bay 
to visit the park, the Chutes and the Cliff House beach. 
They pay tribute to the ferries and the street railways 
of San Francisco, but that is a small item compared to 
the money they spend in other directions. They patron- 
ize restaurants, cabs, refreshment stands and various 
resorts, spend money for candy, pop corn, doukey rides 
and beer. 


Nine-tenths of the money thus spent would be kept 


at home if Oakland had a handsome public park with 
band concepts and children's play-grounds. We would 
not only keep our own folks and their money at home, 
but we would draw a great many visitors from other 
places, who would leave money in the town, in one way 
or another. 


, 
We cannot have a Cliff House, but we can convert 


Lake Merritt into the most beautiful water park in 
the world, and make it a pleasure resort for thousands. 
No better way can be found to retain the home trade 
and develop outside business than to improve Lake Mer- 
ritt and create a fine public park. Surround the Lake 
with a broad boulevard and dredge it to a depth of six 
feet, and the increased business that will result will 
pay interest on ten times the cost). 


A great deal of Oakland monty is spent on the 


theatres of San Francisco. Formerly a good deal more 
was spent, but the construction of a handsome theatre 
here stopped much of it. 
Another theatre playing 


to popular prices has stopped more. 


When we had no decent theatre it was said that a 


good theatre would not pay in this town and that first- 
class performances would not be patronized here. 


In consequence we had a shabby old barn as an ex- 


cuse for a theatre, and the Oakland public was treated 
to the class of shows usually billed in rural towns of a 
few thousand inhabitants. 
The Oakland theatre pub- 


lic n'aturally went to San Francisco to see the play and 
spent their money for refreshments in San Francisco 
eating houses and ice cream parlors, while Oakland got 
the reputation of being a poor one-night stand. 


At last an enterprising property owner built a first 


class; modern theatre, but it required some years to 
live down the unenviable reputation the town had ac- 
quired. 
It took long to educate theatrical managers 


into the belief that first-class performances would be 
properly patronized in Oakland. 
It took almost as 


long a time to convince the Oakland public that they 
could get the best on the road at home. 


From having one or two shabby performances a 


week, poorly patronized, Oakland now has almost con- 
tinuous bills in a theatre not excelled in appointments 
in San Francisco. 


Instead of this exhausting the field, another the- 


atre plays continuously to good houses at 
popular 


prices, and if it were a better structure would do better 
business still. Both theatres pay, but the most gratify- 
ing feature about them from a purely commercial 
standpoint is that they keep at home an immense amount 
of money that would otherwise be spent abroad. They 
have stopped a drain on the city, and given a valuable 
lesson in home-trading. 


Formerly no theatrical company stopped at an 


Oakland hotel. The troupe came across the bay during 
the day, gave a performance in the evening and at the 
close took the last boat for San Francisco. 
Now the- 


atrical people are regular patrons at Oaklaffd hotels, and 
Oakland restaurants and places of lighter refreshment 
reap the benefits of a business that once went over to 
San Francisco. 


A syndicate of gentlemen interested in street rail- 


ways and real estate have created a beautiful pleasure 
park, with a casino and attractions similar to the Chutes 


in San Francisco, and this place of recreation will 
shortly be thrown open to the public. It will keep a 
great deal of money at home that now goes abroad. It 
will prove an important agency in promoting home- 
trade. Not only that, it will attract visitors and busi- 
ness from elsewhere. 


The gentlemen who have promoted this enterprise 


have done so from a natural desire to reap some gain 
from it, either directly or indirectly, but they have, 
nevertheless, performed a great service for Oakland. 
While helping themselves they are building up home 
business and making Oakland more attractive. 
beneficial 
Influences 
of 


Good Schools, 


Oakland has a well-merited reputation for ita 


splendid system of public and private schools, which 
are admirably supplemented by such institutions of 
higher learning as the State University at Berkeley and 
Mills College, at Seminary Park. Our school system 
costs f350,000 annually, but it is worth a great deal 
more than that. It consists of a High School, with ob- 
servatory attached, a Polytechnic High School, fifteen 
grammar schools and two primary schools with kinder- 
garten and night classes. 
The school buildings of this 


city challenge comparison with those of any city in 
California. 


But how do the schools promote home trade? 
Easy enough. People from the mines and farms of 


the interior with children to educate, select Oakland 
for a place of either temporary or permanent residence 
because of the splendid educational advantages offered. 


They either buy or rent houses, they patronize 


our stores, theatres, markets and other business estab- 
lishments. 


Their presence adds to the value of taxable prop- 


erty and swells the volume of retail trade. 


The scholastic population has increased so rapidly 


of late that there is now an urgent demand for more 
facilities. Every dollar spent in increasing our educa-1' 
tional advantages is so much money spent to build up 
the city and promote its trade. The better the schools 
are the more business there will be. 
Advantages of Improved 


Rapid Transit, 


No agency does more to promote growth, stimulate 


general improvement, and attract investment than • 
first-class rapid transit system. This Oakland has now, 
and it is being improved at a rapid rate. When the 
plans now being carried out are completed, this city 
will have the finest street railway system of any city 
of equal size in America. 'At present 135 miles of elec- 
tric railway are being operated in and around Oakland. 
Upwards of twenty miles more are in process of con- 
struction. The whole system is being made of uniform 
gauge, and equipped with the most modern type of cars. 
In a .short time every home in the city will be within 
three blocks' walk of a street, car line. This encourages 
building and street improvement. It gives work to 
many people, whose wages enter into every channel of 
trade. The money expended by the company itself i* 
an enormous item iu the current business of the day. 


Two transcontinental lines of the Southern Pacific 


center in Oakland, besides various local lines. 
The 


Santa Fe company is building a third overland line 
into the city, and a fourth transcontinental system is 
now seeking entrance. Three ferries are now being oper- 
ated by the Southern Pacific, a fourth is in course of con- 
struction, while a fifth is projected at the terminal 
the new railway. Thus the improvement of our trai 
portation facilities involves the expenditure of lar 
amounts of capital and the employment of many labor- 
ers, all of which stimulates and makes business. 


The rapid transit and port facilities are building 


up the manufacturing industry of the city at a

her over 300 establishments, employing over ^12,000 
bands. They embrace tile works, potteries, flax mills, 
cotton and jute mills, iron works, canneries, founderies, 
lumber and flouring mills, sash and door and elaterito 
roofing factories, shipyards, railroad shops, electric 
light and power works, gas works, oil and borax and 
syrup refineries, shirt manufactories, potteries, and «

Oakland Merchants 
Qhro 


Good Bargains, 


The idea formerly entertained that Oakland mer- 


chants do not sell as cheaply as the merchants of San 
Francisco has been thoroughly exploded. It is an es- 
tablished fact that retail prices, quality for quality, 
range lower in Oakland than in the big stores acro*« 
the bay. The merchants here buy as cheaply as anybody 
can, and they can afford to sell cheaper than Saa Fran- 
cisco merchants can because their rents and incidental 
expenses are smaller. 
In addition, they have another 


advantage. 
The Oaklander who trades in San Fran- 


cisco must add his expenses to the price of bis goods, 
he spends fifty cents for ferryage and lunch, that is ten 
per cent on five dollars. 


It is therefore more expensive to buy goods in 


Francisco, even if the prices be the same. But it is mo 
mental folly for property owners in one town to 
their trade to some other town. They are discrimii1 
'ing against home business in a way that must inevit 
react on the entire community.

TO MAKE IT PROFITABLE. 


" I would see in the American pap- 


ers statements that sericulture could 
no: be -made profitable over here. Some 
society women had raised thousands of 
dollais to introduce it as a sort nf 
prtUy philanthropy for the poor peo- 
ple, and after several years their dol- 
lars had melted away, and a few co- 
coons, 
comparatively speaking, 
had 


been produced at a cost which Was 
greater than their value. That settled 
it. 
Sericulture 
was 
impossible in 


America. 


"Why. 
it's absurd, you know. 
Who 


would think of going into electricity, or 
chemistry or any other science, with- 
out being 
trained and 
learning the 


principles of it? People seem to think 
that If you have some silkworm eggs, 
or seed, as they are called, and a few 
muHjtrry trees, that is all that's nec- 
essaiy. 


"People who have tried sericulture 


in thif- country make one fatal mis- 
take at the very outset. 
They save 


their own 
seed. 
Nobody 
does 
that 


abroad. The poorest peasant buys his 
seed 
of 
the 
bn.cological Institution 


where il. has been selected, and so he 
is certain of getting healthy worms. 


"You know at one time, the silk in- 


dustry of Italy and of Prance was 
threatened 
with 
destruction. 
A dis- 


ease attacked the worms and became 
so widespread that the most noted in- 
vestigators in Europe were set to work 
on the problem. 


"An Italian scientist discovered the 


sign of the disease, an oval corpuscle, 
which was named, fifter him; the cor- 
puscle cornalia. Pasteur was one of 
the men experimenting with the dl»- 


ease, and while he did- not discover a 
cure he did discover a-tvAy of selecting 
only healthy eggs for rearing. 


AS TO HATCHING. 


"The layings are received at the lab- 


oratory, each one being'rium'bered, and 
of course, accompanied by the mother 
moth which laid them. - The body of 
the moth is crushed, mixed with a lit- 
tle water and microscopically exam- 
ined. 
"If the tell-tals corpuscle is found the 


eggs of the moth are burned. If there 
are no signs of the corpuscle then those 
eggs will be healthy. 
There, at the 


very outset, the amateurish 
experi- 


ments in this country have been at 
fault. 
"Then there comes another import- 


ant point. The seed, or eggs, must be 
hibernated. They must be kept in a 
place where tl»e temperature does not 
rise more than a few degrees above 
freezing. 


"They can support 
a much lower 


temperature with impunity, but if ex- 
posed to a higher one the eggs begin 
to develop out of season. 
The eggs 


must, therefore, be kept at a hibernat- 
ing station whence they are given out 
when the time approaches for them to 
be used. 


"This time varies In Italy from the 


latter part of March to the middle of 
May.

season, 


hatching of the seed must be, gauged 
by the leafing of the mulberry tree. 


"The . worms must be hatched' juBt 


as the young and tender leaves come 
out. As;the worms'grow they are fed 
with the larger1 and older leaves. 


"During the hatching of the worms 


the seed must be kept in a room where 
the temperature Is the same day and 
night. How many of the experiment- 
ers in this country have been particu- 
lar on that point, do you think. 
In 


Italy, in order to simplify things, one 
woman takes charge of the hatching- 
for the entire neighborhood, and when 
the worms are out each peasant goes 
to her for the quantity he wants. 


"Once the worms are hatched you 


must educate them. Some- of them 
hatch out the first day, more the sec- 
ond, and the third, day, an* finally the 


slow coaches come out on the fourth 
day. 


EDUCATING THE> WORMS. 


"If it is a good hatching In point of 


numbers, you throw away the worms 
whic-h have come out on the first and 
the : fourth day, because there is too 
much difference 
between 
them, your 


object throughout being to get your 
rearing as nearly as possible of a uni- 
form size and of uniform habits. 


"That is what I mean by educating 


the worms. For instance, as soon as 
the first day's hatching is out you 
piati over the paper, on which you 
have spread out* the eggs, a piece of 
netting, or perforated paper, or some- 
thing of that sort, on this you sprinkle 
young mulberry leaves chopped into 
fine pieces. 


"The 
worms will then 
crawl 
up 


through the holes so as to feed on the 
leaves. 
You then lift them off, rest- 


ing on this netting or paper, and put 
them on one of a number of tiers of 
shelves. Each day you put over them 
a. new piece of netting, or something 
having openings through 
which the 


worms can crawl up to a new supply 
of leaves; each day, that Is, except 
when the worms take a nap. 
Four 


times during their life of about six 
weeks, they take a sleep, each time ot 
twenty-four hours. 


"At first they may not all go-to sleep 


at the same time, but you must try to 
train them to get together on that 
point. 
If some of them waken before 


the others do, you must not feed them 
until all are awake. 


"When they are all awake give them 


plenty of food. Also see that they have 
plenty of air. 


"They are exceedingly accommodat- 


ing when well trained, 
these little 


worms. They never crawl about unless 
they'are not supplied with food. 


"Finally, however, they show signs 


of restlessness, and you may know 
that they are uneasily hunting for a 
place to spin. 
Then you take your 


bundles of branches which you have 
already prepared and »et these up be- 
tween the shelves where the worms are 
spread out. 


"They will crawl up among the top 


twigs and set -to work on their cocoons. 
As soon as the worms are through 
spinning, the peasants strip the co- 
coons off the fagots and sell them. You 
see they weigh a little heavier then 
than they do later. 
FAILURE THE RESULT OF IGNOR- 


ANCE. 


"Silk culture has failed in this coun- 


try because the attempts have been 
ignorantly conducted. 
For instance, 


the trees have not. been good. 


"They are three kinds of mulberries, 


the red, the white and the non-fruit- 
bearing. The red Is not good for use 
in silk-worm culture, yet it ha.s been 
indiscriminately used over here. Fur- 
thermore, -the trees are not properly 
treated. 


"The Italians have discovered that 


the vertical portions of a tree bear the 
most wood, the 
horizontal branches 


the most fruit and the oblique branches 
the most leaves. 
As it Is the leaves 


they want for the silkworm they lop 
off 
the undesirable portions of. 
the 


tree so that it becomes in shape like 
an inverted cone or pyramid, the point 
resting 
on 
the 
trunk 
where 
the 


branches begin to shoot. 


"Trees are trimmed with mathemat- 


ical precision, so that at the end of 
three years' growth a tree Is a stem 
with twenty-four almost equi-dlstant 
branches. 
Now, where will you find 


trees thus treated in this country? 


"The peasants with whom I came In 


contact over in Lombardy sold their 
cultures for from $35 to $60 each. This 
is not a great deal, but one must re- 
member that they have little land and 
less room. 


"This sum was easily earned by the 


more helpless members of the families, 
-the children and the old people. That 
is why I say It will mean so much to 
the people here in the South. 
In five 


or six weeks the children, or the wo- 


money than thoy could make in any 
other way. 


"And 
If wo i-ftlnc the silk, we shall 


have silk mills. We used to raise cot- 
ton and export it. Now we have cot- 
ton mills. 
It will be the «ame way 


with iillt" 


"How did you get 
your appoint- 


ment?" Miss Kelly was asked. 


"Secretary Wilson had written me to 


stop In Washington on my way home. 
I did so, and had a long talk with Dr. 
L,. O. Howard of the enthomologiaal 
division. Dr. Howard 
is In Europe 


now, 
and has just visited Lombardy 


to look into the matter for himself, 
expect to hear from him almost any 
day. 
"My appointment followed my visit 


to Washington. My first duties are the 
preparation of two monographs; one 
on silkworm culture, the other on the 
culture of the mulberry tre*. 
These 


will be ready for tho. printer this fall, 
as they are already nearmg comple- 
tion. 


"I have also authorization to travel 


through North and South Carolina and 
investigate conditions. learn wl.at has 
been done and what can be done, 


"When I was in Italy I persuaded 


the Duke to send a thousand trees to 
this country to be set out upon his 
mother-in-law's plantation near Charl- 
eston. Without proper attention they 
have, nevertheless, done very well. 


"Seven hundred are alive and }\a.\ e 


grown much more 
luxuriantly than 


they do in Italy. 
Over there a tree 


sometimes grows to be 300 years old. 
and a grafted tree grows to be 100 
years old. 
"When I came home I brought some 


of the seed when they get it. What 
gave small quantities to persons who 
asked for it. 
But what would you 


have? It isn't seed they need. It is 
knowledge. 


"They don't know how to take care 


of the seed yhen they get it. 
What 


must be done is to establish a. college 
ot sericulture where we can have a 
model silk farm with Italian peasants 
to demonstrate the practical part of 
the work and experts to teach the 
scientific side of it. Here we can train 
teachers for agricultural colleges as 
well as teach those who want to go 
Into silk culture as a practical part of 
agriculture. 


"I wish that a part of the ilfl.000,000, 


which has been set aside for educa- 
tional work in tnt South, could go to 


a school where the people would b« 
taught hov to make a living and wher« 
sericulture would 
come in for the 


prominence it will have, sooner or let- 
er, in this region. 


"Kvider.tly people all over the coun- 


try are interested in it now," said Mis» 
Kelly, pointing to piles of letters. 
"These have comi? to me since my ap- 
poin«4iie-nt was inado public.

FAMIL CO-OPERATION. 


Women are entering into competi- 


tion with men in the capacity of office- 
to-omce cigar sellers. 
In 
some 
in- 


stances they act as their husband's 
agents, the men folk doing the manu- 
facturing at 
home. In 
other cases 


these women represent large 
retail 
houses and work on commission basis. 
About half a dozen boxes are carried 
and samples distributed with a free 
hand. 
A bright, middle-aged woman 
visits office buildings, soliciting orders 
to sharpen pen-knives, sissorp, etc. 
She says she supports 
her family 
through this manner of livlihood. 
In 


the wholesale dry goods district wives 
and daughters of boss truckmen assist 
in booking sidewalk orders and "keep- 
ing an eye" on packing cases. It ic 
a matter of economy not to employ 
men, and the carters wouldn't trust 
boys. 


WHEN MARRIED.

is compulsory in Japan, 


and If a woman Is not married at a 
certain age the authorities choose a 
husband for her and she has to accept 
him.The Turkish "woman" may be mar- 
ried at 9 years old, and if at that age 
Is a wife Phe is considered by law to 
be competent to manage her^property 
and may dispose of 


«u^,,u«.. .iei- husband's house for . 
cause, and. moreover, will protect her 
in doing so. Another of her rights Ic 
that she cannot b« comp«ll«d to 
for th« fupport ot fc*r auibano,
